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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants have reiterated their previous 
arguments and have not presented any new evidence/substantial arguments. As noted in the final rejection, at the time of the invention 
Lia taught that fusion proteins of hepatitis C virus non-structural proteins with core proteins were more immunogenic, while Tokushige et 
al taught hepatitis c virus vaccine construct while Ferrari et al taught that NS4 was the most potent T-cell immunogen. It is reiteated that 
an artisan would not be working in vaccuum rather would have the teachings of Maertens et al, Selby et al, Donnely et al, Liao et al, 
Tokushige et al and Ferrari et al and therefore, in view of the combined teachings of these references, an artisan would have been 
motivated to make the claimed nucleic acid constructs and use them in practicing the claimed methods with a reasonable expectation of 
success.
